5eM ercjful 

I do not like to go to confession. Yes, priests also struggle with confession. 
The Sacrament of Reconciliation requires us to look with honesty at our real 
self. Yet, a regular honest assessment of my faith life is essential for spiritual 
growth. Otherwise, we easily become stagnant and dull disciples. We begin 
to accept sin as 'normal/ However, a normal human being is one who is 
made in the image of God and who acts like a child of God. 

What is the 'norm' for your life? Do you consider your standard self to be a 
sinner - which biblically means a misguided or broken human being? Some¬ 
times when people sin they excuse themselves by saying, "I sinned because I 
am human." However, it would be more accurate if they said, "I sinned be¬ 
cause I am a BROKEN human being." 

Because of our redemption in Christ we have been restored to our original 
goodness as people created to imitate God's selfless love? Now the standard 
self is one who radiates the aroma of Christ (2 Cor. 2:15). Now we are called 
to be saints, not sinners. 

The Sacrament of Reconciliation makes this possible. It is a sacrament of 
HEALING. Christ heals us and restores us. How often do you think of con¬ 
fession as a healing experience? Too often we think only of the embarrass¬ 
ment felt because of our sins. However, it is first of all an encounter with 
Christ the Healer who has the power to restore our hearts and souls, to rec¬ 
oncile us with God and neighbor. 

Thus, a priest is called to be a 'doctor of the soul/ His role is to listen for 
where the penitent needs to be healed, then to bring healing to that area of 
his or her life. 

Frequently people say, "I really need to go to confession more often." Yet, 
they keep putting it off. Come and open yourself to the healing mercy of 
Christ. 

Jesus said, "Be merciful even as your Father is merciful" (Luke 6:36). The 
only way to imitate the Father's mercy is to accept it with great faith. The 
Sacrament of Reconciliation empowers us to be merciful. 

We will have eight priests at our parish for the 7:00 PM Penance Service this 
Monday, December 5th. Come and experience the Lord's healing.
